LAND LEASES. 


Inherited Lands of indians 
Subjected 
to New Leasing Arrangements. 
Muskogee. I. T., July 16.-T h e new 
regulations under which inherited lands 
in the five civilized tribes can be sold 
and the land of full bloods leased have 
been received by Indian Inspector J. 
George W right. 
There is intense interest in these reg­ 
ulations because it is estimated that it 
will make one-fourth of the allotted 
lands rn the Indian Territory saleable 
and taxable. 
There is no change in the manner of 
selling lands from the former method 
with the exception that the application 
for sale must be made by the identified 
heirs of the deceased allottee and the 
land listed for sale must be advertised 
in a newspaper in the nation in which 
the land lies. 
The lease provisions that 
have been effective in the Creek and 
Cherokee nations on mineral, oil and gas 
lands are made effective over all the 
other nations the Curtis act placed re­ 
strictions on all full blood lands and 
provided that the homestead of such 
Indians should neither be sold nor leased. 
The new regulations make a provision 
that where it is shown that an alottee 
is unable to develope his homestead on 
account of infirmity or other cause he 
may lease the same for a period of 3 
years for grazing purposes and for five 
years agricultural purposes, ald lease* 
to be approved by the secretary of in­ 
terior. after the agent has been shown 
proof of the disability of the Indian to 
cultivate his own land profitably. 
This regulation applies to all the na­ 
tions but does not 
Effect any valid ex­ 
isting leases. 
A great deal of the homestead land 
in the territory is under lease.

Francis, I. T.t July 17.—The car of 
wheat in which the dead body of Harry 
Preister of Tulsa was found has been 
closely watched by the citizens and 
Commercial Club of this place. 
Up lo 
Saturday no attem pt was made by the 
railroad company to ship the wheat to 
its destinction. 
The claim agent re­ 
ceived instructions to dispose of the 
damaged wheat for seed wheat and 
forward the remainder of the load to 
its destination. 
On Saturday morning it was noticed 
that the weath was being transferred 
to another car and the Commercial club 
began to take steps to prevent its go­ 
ing forward and being unloaded upon 
the public, who knew nothing about 
the traded)* in the car. 


When the corpse was found it was 
discovered by the blood that had per­ 
colated through the wheat and leaked 
out of the bottom of the car on the 
trucks and gearing, and the wheat, 
when examined, showed considerable 
damage from the blood and decayed 
body of the child. 
The Commercial club, having no way 
of taking hold of the m atter, sent the 
following telegram to Paesident Roose- 
velt:

Said car was discovered 
to contain a dead human body in a 
state of decomposition, and drippings 
from same had saturated a great por­ 
tion of the wheat. 
Without your aid 
the wheat will he made into flour.

STRANGE SAVAGE CUSTOM 


W eird T ribal Ceremony of the N atives 
of the Angelo-Abyssinian 
Boundary. 


Some remarkable tribal customs are 
reqx^rted by an expedition sent into 
the comparatively unknown countries 
between the 
Abyssinian 
capital and 
the northwest of I^ k e Rudolf, in the 
neighborhood of the Anglo-Abyssinian 
boundary. 
While the expedition was fitting out 
at Maji, the Abyssinian post in the 
southwest, the local Shankalla king 
died. 
He was sewn up in a fresh hid.. 
hag in a sitting position and placed 
on the floor of his hut. which stood in 
a clearing in the forest, and from 
miles around his subjects came to the 
lying in state. 
The ground of the clearing was of 
hard 
beaten clay. 
All 
round 
were 
thick rows of huge “gogo” palms, and 
on 
one 
side 
four 
spacious, 
well 
thatched huts and a curious mound, 
probably sacrificial. 
By the side of 
the huts thousands of cow bells, sweet 
in tone as those in a Swiss upland 
valley, were hung on rude trestles and 
swung 
backwards 
and forwards by 
bands of women under the direction 
*>f an old witch. 
The hard, level flooring of the cleat­ 
ing shook under the feet of hundreds 
of naked warriors, chanting a wild 
song of death, now advancing in a 
rhythmic rush, now 
retreating 
and 
leaving two of their number in the 
open, who. with their 12-foot spears 
held 
horizontally 
just 
over 
their 
shoulders, the shafts qivering like a 
snake before it strikes, danced a wild 
war dance, keeping time 10 the chant 
of the chorus.

the 
crowd surged round the dead king s 
hut, suddenly parted, and through the 
lane thus formed dashed a gleaming 
figure, adorned with a leopard skin, 
orange colored ostrich feathers, beads, 
and bands of copper and brass and 
ivory round his neck and arms.

Pneumonia, however, is the 
bacteremic disease and as yet in none 
of this tyr>e have satisfactory results 
been secured in relation to antisera.

At this time eggs are more 
appetizing than at any other season 
ort the year. Attention is called to this 
fact In a recent issue of Farm and 
Pi reside by Mary Foster Snyder, who 
gives some recipes for preparing eggs 
In various ways. 
We are sure that 
many of these suggestions will appeal 
to readers: 
4 
Eggs en Fromage.—Melt one table­ 
spoonful of butter in a saucepan add 
one scant cupful of rich grated cheese, 
mixed with six slightly beaten eggs, 
and stir constantly until the mixture 
Is smooth and creamy. 
Season 
to 
taste with salt and paprika, and turn 
out immediately on rounds of toast 
softened with hot milk and 
melted 
butter. 
Serve at once. 
Eggs with Dried Beef.—Chop 
line 
one-half of a cupful of dried beef, and 
put It in a stewpan with one cupful 
of stewed tomatoes, a few drops of 
onion Juice, paprika and cinnamon to 
taste, and two tablespoonfuls of but­ 
ter. Cook slowly for ten minutes, add 
two tablespoonfuls of grated cheese, 
and three well-beaten eggs. 
Stir un 
til the mixture begins to 
thicken, 
then pour over hot buttered toast, and 
garnish with hard-boiled eggs cut In 
slices. 
Savory Eggs.—Break five eggs into 
a bowl, add a pinch of salt and a lit­ 
tle chopped thyme; beat them well to­ 
gether. 
Rub a small stewpan Arith a 
cut onion, melt in It two tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter, then pour In tile eggs 
and stir constantly until cooked, about 
four minutes. 
Turn out on hot but­ 
tered toast or little pats of hot pota­ 
toes, and serve at once. 
Baked Eggs with Bread Crumb--.— 
Butter Individual bakin* dishes, and 
for each person to be served mix to 
gether two tablespoonfuls each of rich. 
thick cream and bread crumbs, half 
a teaspoonful of minced parsley, a few 
drops of onion Juice, and salt and 
paprika to season. 
F>ut one-half of 
the allowance for each person in each 
baking dish, break an egg carefully 
over it, and cover with the remainder 
of the mixture. 
When all are ready 
set them In a quick oven and bake un- 
til the eggs are set. 
Poached Eggs a la 
Heine—Cover 
hot buttered toast, made slightly moist 
with cream, aith fried 
mushrooms. 
Put a poached egg on the mushrooms, 
uid pour over all a little cream sauce. 
Sprinkle grated cheeses over the top 
and place in the oven until the cheese 
browns. 
Garnish with olives. 
Egg Croquettes.—Chop 
hard-boiled 
eggs very Ane. 
For six eggs make a 
cream sauce from one tablespoonful of 
butter, two tablespoonfuls of 
flour, 
one cupful of milk, a little 
onion 
Juice, and salt and pepper to season. 
Mix It with the chopped eggs, and set 
away to cool. 
When cold form Into 
six croquettes, egg and bread crumb, 
place in a frying basket and fry in 
deep hot fat

SUGGESTIONS FOR HOUSEWIFE

An excellent idea is to connect

Now put two more thick­ 
nesses vt blotting paper on top and 
Iron with a moderately hot Iron 
Re­ 
member that benzine is inflammable, 
so don’t do this near a fire or light! 
and see that your flatiron 
isn’t 
at 
scorching heat. 
To a tidy housewife a gravel walk 
Is often an annoyance. 
Unless it is 
continually looked after it will get 
untidy and then it does look so for­ 
lorn. 
In France the practical natives 
have invented a 
preparation 
with 
which they freely water gravel paths 
and roads and thus save much work 
and many a backache. 
Here is the 
rule for it: Ten gallons of water, 21 
pounds of lime, two pounds of flour 
of sulphur. 
Boil all together in an 
iron kettle. 
When cold pour off the 
clear part and use on the walks, being 
very careful not to get any of the mix­ 
ture on grass or flower beds.—-Chicane 
Dully News.

The practice is made more interest­ 
ing by taking measurements at the be­ 
ginning and a* the end of each month s 
practices, and comparing the figures 
While disrobed measure

waist, 
hips below the waist line five inches. 
and chest, both with lungs empty and 
with lungs full. 
Also measure from the base of the 
neck lo the waist line, both in trout 
and la back, to see how much the 
chest line mav he lengthened The hips 
should not measure 
more 
than 
12 
inches more than the waist, or five 
inches more than the chest 
The chest 
expansion probably will be about one 
inch. 
It should be at 
least 
three 
inches. 
In addition to practicing the exer­ 
cises. the student would do well to 
observe the following advice 
For the 
first month avoid rich desserts, sweets 
and fattening vegetables; 
eat 
lean 
meats; fish. eggs, dry toast and fruits, 
except bananas. 
Exercise until per­ 
s p i r i n g is profuse. If these rules are 
faithfully followed for a month and 
the exercise practiced faithfully 
the

At^ soon as you get into this 
habit of pulling a breath right from 
the not tom ot your abdomen, you will 
grow stronger. 
As soon as you have 
acquired this peculiarity you will grow 
thinner, 
it exercises the muscles of 
the abdomen so thoroughly that they 
grow supple and able to throw off their 
fat. 
It is a cure for nearly every ill 
there is." 
The i come the bending motions, for 
it is part of suppleness that one can 
bend (amble and lay one s hand upon 
the floor. 
Of course one should not 
beni the knees. 
The idea is to bend 
without bending the knees and to lay 
the finger tips upon the carpet. This 
is the best of all known exercises for 
making the muscles limber. 
The most important exercise upon 
growing taller is the i>ole exercise. The 
pole must be a long one, and about 
as thick as your wrist. 
While it does 
not have to bear your weight, it must 
be stout enough not to break when 
your strength is thrown upon it. 
The exercises are simple.

grow steadier in your head and more

“Again, I consider window washing 
good for the mind. 
I once had an in­ 
sane patient who was absolutely cured 
by the simple occupation of cleaning 
the windows of the house In which she 
was kept. A society woman, with noth­ 
ing in the world to do, she lost her 
mind upon a sudden shock. 
Nothing 
would interest or divert her. 
Once in 
a wild moment a nurse gave her a 
cloth and told her to wash the win­ 
dows. 
She did as she was told ami 
worked industriously an hour. 
The 
next day sin* took it up again. Within 
three or four days she began to grow 
quieter, then more rational; and with­ 
in a month we sent her home cured. 
The work steadied her nerves and oc­ 
cupied her mind. 
I could say more in 
favor ot this helpful branch of fresh 
air work,,but this suffices."

LAND LEASES. 


Inherited Lands of Indians Subjected 


to New Leasing Arrangements. 


Muskogee, I. T., July 16 —The new 


regulations under which inherited lands 
in the five civilized tribes can be sold 
and the land of full bloods leased have 
been received by Indian Inspector J. 
George Wright 


There is intense interest in these reg- 


ulations because it is estimated that it 
will make one-fourth of the allotted 
lands in the Indian Territory saleable 
and taxable 


There is no change in the manner of 


selling lands from the former method 
with the exception that the application 
for sale must be made by the identified 
heirs of the deceased allottee and the 
land listed for sale must be advertised 
in a newspaper m the nation in which 
the land lies. The lease provisions that 
have been effective in the Creek and 
Cherokee nations on mineral, oil and gas 
lands are made effectn e O's er all the 
other nations the Curtis act placed re- 
strictions on all full blood lands and 
provided that the homestead of such 
Indians should neither be sold nor leased 


The new regulations make a provision 


that where it is shown that an alottee 
is unable to develope his homestead on 
account of infirmity or other cause he 
ma> lease the same for a period of 3 
years for grazing purposes and for five 
vears agricultural purposes, aU leases 
to be approved b\ the secretary of in- 
tenor, after the agent has been shown 
proof of the disability of the Indian to 
culti\ ate fys own land profitably 


This regulation applies to all the na- 


tions but does not tftect anj \ahd ex- 
isting leases

STRANGE SAVAGE CUSTOM 
Weird Tribal Ceremony of the Natives 


of the Anglo-Abyssinian 


Boundary. 


Some remarkable tribal customs are 


reported by an expedition sent into 
the comparatively unknown countries 
between the Abyssinian capital and 
the northwest of L*ke Rudolf, in the 
neighborhood of the Anglo-Abyssinian 
boundary. 


While the expedition was fitting out 


at MaJI, the Abyssinian post in the 
southwest, the local Shankalla king 
died. He was sewn up in a fresh hidt> 
bag In a sitting position and placed 
on the floor of his hut. which stood in 
a clearing in the forest, and from 
miles around his subjects came to the 
lying in state. 


The ground of the clearing was of 


hard beaten clay. 
All round were 


thick rows of huge "gogo" palms, and 
on 
one 
side 
four spacious, 
well 


thatched huta and a curious mound, 
probably sacrificial. 
By the side of 


the huts thousands of cow bells, sweet 
in tone as those in a Swiss upland 
valley, were hung on rude trestles and 
swung backwards 
and forwards by 


bands of women under the direction 
if an old witch. 


The hard, level flooring of the deal- 


ing shook under the feet of hundreds, 
of naked warriors, chanting a wild 
song of death, now advancing in a 
rhythmic rush, now retreating and 
leaving two of their number in the 
open, who, with their 12-foot spears 
held 
horizontally 
just over 
their 


shoulders, the shafts qivering like a 
snake before it strikes, danced a wild 
war dance, keeping time xo the chant 
of the chorus. 


When the din grew louder the 


crowd surged round the dead king's 
hut, suddenly parted, and through the 
lane thus formed dashed a gleaming 
figure, adorned with a leopard skin. 
orange colored ostrich feathers, beads, 
and bands of copper and brass sad 
ivory round his neck and arms. 


Three times he rushed round the 


clearing, followed by the shouting, 
singing warriors, and then disap- 
peared as quickly as he had come. 
The new king bad be»n chosen.

THE LAWN ANDJ.AWN MOWER 


How to Keep the Kower In Oood Or- 


der—Better to Mow Twice Than 


Onoe a Week. 


The lawn mower is generally much 


abused by the majority of those who 
use it. 
When nicely adjusted and In 


good working order it may be kept 
10 by a hair's breadth turn of the 
Adjusting screws or bolts and no one 
should be allowed to meddle 
with 


these parts unless he fully 
under- 


stands them. The blades of the lawn 
mower strike the cutting bar In such 
a manner as to be largely self-sharp- 
snlng and no machine, If well oiled 
and adjusted, will need 
sharpening 


unless it ts run Into stones or other 
hard substances that may dull or bend 
the knives. 


The ordinary machine oil used upon 


larger machines than the lawn mower, 
on wagons, etc., is too heavy for th* 
lawn mower except in very hot weatu- 
er and should be thinned with an 
equal amount of kerosene.

c-nine will keep in perfect working or- 
der for a great length of time with- 
out cleaning and the 
lawn 
mower 


which Is run through so much dust 
and dirt should be taken apart once 
or twice every season, each part care- 
fully cleaned and wiped 
and 
then 


freshly oiled. 
The 
machines 
with 


large wheels and ball bearings run 
more easily than many of the older 
patterns, but the latter, if kept in 
perfect order, will run with compara- 
tive ease and will do good service fo* 
many years. 


When the lawn clippings are Short, 


not over an inch in length, they will 
settle down among the grass stems 
and decay, but if they are too long 
or are wet they will bunch and in 
very warm weather will smother the 
grass stalks and roots under them. In 
most cases it will requir- less time, 
and effort to mow twice » week i%ul 
let the clippings drop on the ground 
and remain there than to cut but once 
a week and rake up the clippings, as 
must often be done.—Chicago Chror 
Icle.

Eggs en Promage.—Melt one table- 


spoonful of butter in a saucepan add 
one scant cupful of rich grated cheese, 
mixed with six slightly beaten eggs, 
and stir constantly until the mixture 
la smooth and creamy. 
Season 
to 


taste with salt and paprika, and turn 
out immediately on rounds of toast 
softened with hot milk and 
melted 


butter. Serve at once. 


Bggs with Dried Beef.—Chop fine 


one-half of a cupful of dried beef, and 
put it in a stewpan with one cupful 
of stewed tomatoes, a few drops of 
onion Juice, paprika and cinnamon to 
taste, and two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter. Cook slowly for ten minutes, add 
two tablespoonfuls of grated cheese, 
and three well-beaten eggs. Stir un- 
til the mixture begins to

Rub a small stewpan with a 
cut onion, melt in it two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, them pour in the eggs 
and stir constantly until cooked, about 
four minutes. Turn out on hot but- 
tered toast or little pats of hot pota- 
toes, and serve at once. 


Baked Eggs with Bread Crumb".— 


Butter individual bate In? dishes, and 
for each person to be served mix to 
gether two tablespoonfula each of rich, 
thick cream and bread crumbs, half 
a teaspoonful of minced parsley, a few 
drops of onion juice, and salt and. 
paprika to season. 
Put one-half of 


the allowance for each person in each 
baking dish, break an egg carefully 
over it, and cover, with the remainder 
of the mixture 
When all are ready 


set them in a quick oven and bake un- 
til the eggs are set. 


Poached Eggs a la Relne—Cover 


hot buttered toast, made slightly moist 
with cream, with fried 
mushrooms. 


Put a poached egg on the mushrooms, 
tnd pour over all a little cream sauce. 
Sprinkle grated cheeses over the top 
and place in the oven until the cheese 
browns. 
Garnish with olives. 


Egg Croquettes.—Chop hard-boiled 


eggs very fine. For six eggs make a 
cream sauce from one tablespoonful of 
butter, two tablespoonfuls 
of 
flour, 


one cupful of milk, a little

"Resting your eyes means that they 


will not give out as soon as eyes that 
are never rested.

around them; rested eyes do Dot have 
that faded look; rested eyes never lose 
their brightness; rested eyes do not 
squint.

This is merely a cheese cloth 
bag of suitable size filled with wheat 
bran, and can be made at home. Let it 
soak in the w.tter a little while before 
using.

LAND LEASES. 


Inherited Lands of .Indians Subjected 


to New Leasing Arrangements. 


Muskogee, I. T., July 16.—The neyv 


regulations under which inherited lands 
in the five civilized tribes can be sold 
and the land of full bloods leased have 
been received by Indian Inspector J. 
George Wright. 


There is intense interest in these reg- 


ulations because it is estimated that it 
will make one-fourth of the allotted 
lands in the Indian Territory saleable 
and taxable. 


There is no change in the manner of 


selling lands from the former method 
with the exception that the application 
for sale must be made by the identified 
heirs of the deceased allottee and the 
land listed for sale must be advertised 
in a newspaper in the nation in which 
the land lies. The lease provisions that 
have been effective in the Creek and 
Cherokee nations on mineral, oil and gas 
lands are made effective over all the 
other nations the Curtis act placed re- 
strictions on all full blood lands and 
provided that the homestead of t>uch 
Indians should neither be sold nor leased. 


The new regulations make a provision 


that where it is shown that an alottee 
is unable to develope his homestead on 
account of infirmity or other cause he 
may lease the same for a period of 3 
years for grazing purposes and for five 
years agricultural purposes, aU leases 
to be approved b> the secretary of in- 
tenor, after the agent has been shown 
proof of the disability of the Indian to 
cultivate hys own land profitably 


This regulation applies to all the na- 


tions but does not tftect anj \alid ex- j 
isting leases.

Roosevelt, President of the United 
States, Washington, D. C.: We the 
Commercial Club of Francis, I. T., ex- 
pressing the wish of the citizens gen- 
erally, beg and pray that you condemn 
and order destroyed a certain car of 
wheat now in this yard and being 
transferred to a car for shipping to 
destination. Said car was discovered 
to contain a dead human body in a 
state of decomposition, and drippings 
from same had saturated a great por- 
tion of the wheat. 
Without your aid 


the wheat will be made into flour. 
Letter with full details will follow.

STRANGE SAVAGE CUSTOM 
Weird Tribal Ceremony of the Natives 


of the Anglo-Abyssinian 


Boundary. 


Some remarkable tribal customs are 


reported by an expedition sent Into 
the comparatively unknown countries 
between the Abyssinian capital and 
the northwest of Lake Rudolf, in the 
neighborhood of tho Anglo-Abyssinian 
boundary. 


While the expedition was fitting out 


at Maji, the Abyssinian post in the 
southwest, the local Shankalla king 
died. He was sewn up in a fresh hidt 
bag In a sitting position and placed 
on the floor of his hut, which stood in 
a clearing in the forest, and from 
mile* around his subjects came to the 
lying in state. 


The ground of the clearing was of 


hard beaten clay. 
AH round were 


thick row* of huge "gogo" palms, and 
on 
one side four spacious, well 


thatched huts and a curious mound, 
probably sacrificial. 
By the aide of 


the huts thousands of cow bells, sweet 
In tone as those in a Swiss upland 
valley, were hung on rude trestles and 
swung backwards and forwards by 
bands of women under the direction 
if an old witch. 


The hard, level flooring of the deal- 


ing shook under the feet of hundreds, 
of naked warriors, chanting a wild 
song of death, now advancing in a 
rhythmic rush, now retreating and 
leaving two of their number in the 
open, who, with their 12-foot spears 
held horizontally 
just over 
their 


shoulders, the shafts qiverlng like a 
snake before it strikes, danced a wild 
war dance, keeping time xo the chant 
of the chorus. 


When the din grew louder the 


crowd surged round the dead king's 
hut, suddenly parted, and through the 
lane thus formed dashed a gleaming 
figure, adorned with a leopard skin. 
•range colored ostrich feathers, bead*, 
and bands of copper and brass and 
ivory round his neck and arms. 


Three times he rushed round the 


clearing, followed by the shouting, 
singing warriors, and then disap- 
peared aa quickly as he had come.

THE LAWN AND LAWN MOWER 


How to Keep the Mower In Oood Or- 


der—Better to Mow Twice Than 


Onoe a Week. 


The lawn mower is generally much 


abused by the majority of those who 
uae it. When nicely adjusted and In 
good working order it may be kept 
^o by a hair's breadth turn of the 
Adjusting screws or bolts and no one 
should be allowed to meddle 
with 


these parts unless he fully 
under- 


stands them. Tbe blades of the lawn 
mower strike the cutting bar In such 
a manner aa to be largely self-sharp- 
sning and no machine, if well oiled 
and adjusted, will need 
sharpening 


unlesa It is run Into stones or other 
hard substances that may dull or bend 
the knives. 


The ordinary machine oil used upon 


larger machines than the lawn mower, 
on wagons, etc., is too heavy for thr- 
lawn mower except in very hot weatu- 
er and should be thinned with an 
equal amount of kerosene.

c-nine will keep in perfect working or- 
der for a great length of time with- 
out cleaning and the 
lawn 
mower 


which Is run through so much dust 
and dirt should be taken apart once 
or twice every season, each part care- 
fully cleaned and wiped 
and 
then 


freshly oiled. 
The 
machines 
with 


large wheels and ball bearings run 
more easily than many of the older 
patterns, but the latter, it kept in 
perfect order, will run with compara- 
tive ease and will do good service fo<- 
many years. 


When the lawn clippings are Short, 


not over an inch in length, they wilt 
settle down among the grass stems 
and decay, but if they are too long 
or are wet they will bunch and in 
very warm weather will smother the 
grass stalks and roots under them. In 
most cases it will requir- less time 
and effort to mow twice » week (%ul 
et the clippings drop on the ground 
and remain there than to cut but once 
a week and rake up the clippings, af 
must often be done.—Chicago Chror 
Icle.

Take Three Five-Minute Rests a Day

"Few people know how to rest tho 


eyes. My grandmother, dear old soul, 
had a way of closing her eyes and 
rocking hersell to sleep. 
It is good, 


but. not ,;s good as it might be. 


"Better turn your chair away from 


the light; close your eyes gradually, 
rest your arms in your lap, get your 
mind working along pleasant channels. 
and so rest the orbs. My eyes look 
100 per cent, better since I learned how 
to rest them. 


"Resting your eyes means that they 


will not give out as soon as eyes that 
are never rested. 
Rest them three 


times a day, taking five minutes for 
each resting spell. It will repay you. 


"Rested e>es do not have crow's feet 


around them; rested eyes do not have 
that faded look; rested eyes never lose 
their brightness; rested eyes do not 
squint. 


'I make It a practice to read with 


my left Mde to the light. If I cannot 
do this, 1 turn the other side light- 
ward. 1 never read facing I he light. 


"If you want your eyes to look like 


Ihe eyes of a girl of nine don't read on 
a moving train; don't read when there 
is dust blowing; don't read In a dim 
light, and try not to read more than a 
few minutes at a time by artificial 
light. 


"Take Jirlght daylight for your read- 


ing. 
Or. If you must read at night, 


don't read long at a time. Stop and 
rest your eye muscles." 


HOW TO WASH THE FACE. 


Use Plenty of Water and the Hand* 


Rather Than the Corner of 


a Wash Cloth. 


If a woman wants a pretty face sh» 


must wash it; not wipe her face and 
neck with Ihe corner of a wash cloth 
rind then dry it with a towel. Have a 
pure vegetab'e oil soap and plenty of 
warm water.

After each using, all cloths or towels 
should be well washed out, rinsed and 
lung in the sunshine, if possible. Rain- 
water is the very best water to use for 
my bath; when rain water can not be 
had, use the bran bag for softening the 
water. This is merely a cheese cloth 
bag of suitable nine filled with whaut 
>ran, and can be made at home. Let it 
soak in the water a. little while before 
using.
